Hrift in the Truth of our Nature, was 

made like unto us in all things (Sin on- 
ly excepted) from which he was clearly void, 
both in his Fleſh, and in his Spirit. He came 
to be a Lamb without Spot, who by Sacri- 
fee of himſelf once made, ſhould take away 
the Sins of the World: And Sin (as St. 
John ſaith) was not in him. But all we the 
reſt (although baptized, and born again in 
Chriſt) yet offend in many things, and if we 
ſay we have no Sin, we deceive our ſelves, 
and the Truth is not in us. 

XVI. Of Sin after Buptiſm. 

N* every deadly Sin willingly committed 

iter Ne is Sin againſt the Holy 
Ghoſt, and unpardonable. Wherefore the 
Grant of Repentance is not to be denied to 


ſuch as fall into Sin after Baptiſm. After we 


have received the Holy Ghoſt, we may de- 
part from Grace given, and fall into Sin, 
and by the Grace of God (we may riſe ) 
again, and amend our Lives. And therefore 
they are to be condemned, which fay, they 
can no more ſin as long as they live here, 
or deny the place of Forgiveneſs to ſuch as 
truly repent.

As the godly Conſideration of Predeſti- 
nation, and our Election in Chrift, is full of 
ſweet, pleaſant, and unſpeakable Comfort to 
godly Perſons, and ſuch as feel in themſelves 
the working of the Spirit of Chriſt, mor- 
tifying the 
earthly Members, and drawing up their Mind 
to high and heayenly things, as well becauſe 
it doth greatly eſtabliſh and confirm their 
Faith of eternal Salvation, to be enjoyed 
rough Chriſt, as becauſe it doth fervently 


orks of the Fleſh, and their pe 


kindle their Love towards God: So, for cu- 
rious and carnal Perſons, lacking the Spi- 
rit of Chriſt, to have continually before their 
Eyes the Sentence of Gods Predeſtination, 
is a moſt dangerous. Downfal, whereby the 
Devil doth thruſt them either into Deſperati- 
on, or into wretchleſneſs of moſt unclean 
Living, no leſs perilous than Deſperation. 
Furthermore, we muſt receive Gods Pro- 
miſes in fuch wife as they be generally ſet 
forth to us in holy Scripture. And in our 
Doings, that will of God is to be followed, 
which we have expreſly declared unto us in 
the Word of God.

As the Church of Hzeruſilem, Alexandria, 
and Antioch, have erred: So alſo the Church 
of Rome hath erred, not only in their Living 
and Manner of Ceremonies, but alſo in Mat- 
ters of Faith. 

XX. Of the Authority of the Church. 
2 Church hath Power to decree Rites 

or Ceremonies, and Authority in Con- 
tro verſies of Faith: And yet it is not lawful 
for the Church to ordain any thing that is 
contrary to Gods Word written, neither may 
it ſo expound one place of Scripture, that it 
be repugnant to another. Wherefore al- 
chough the Church be a Witneſs, and a Keep- 
er of Holy Writ, yet as it ought not to de- 
cree any thing againſt the ſame, ſo beſides 
the ſame ought it notto enforce any thing to 
be believed for Neceſſity of Salvation. 

XXII. Of the Autbority of General Councils. 
4 Councils may not be gathered to- 
gether without the Commandment 
Will of Princes. And when they be gathered 

together ( foraſmuch as they be an Aiſemb 


of Men, whereof all be not governed wi 
the Spirit and Word of God) they may err, 


and ſometime have erred, even in things

There are two Sacraments ordained of 
Chriſt our Le rd in the Gcſpei, that is to ſay, 
Baxtiſm and the Supper of the Lord, 

Thoſe five commonly called Sacraments, 
that is to ſay, Confirmation, Penance, Or- 
ders, Matrimony, and Extreme Unction, 
are not to be counted for Sacra ments of the 
Goſpel, being ſuch as have grown, partly 
of the corrupt following of the Apoilles, 
partly are States of Life allowed by tne 
Scriptures; but yet have not like Nature 


of Sacraments with Baptiſm and the Lord's 


Supper, for that they have not any viſible 
Sign or Ceremony ordained of God. 

The S:zcraments were not ordained of 
Chriſt to be gazed upon, or to be carried about, 
but that we ſhou'd duly uſe them. And in 
ſach only as worthily receive the ſame, ti ey 


have a wholſom Effect or Opc ration: But

that receive them unworthily, purchaſe 
to themſelves damnation, as S. Paul faith. 
XXVI. Of the Urworthineſs of the Miniſters,

ALehough in the viſible Church the Evil 


be ever angled with the Good, and 
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ſometime the Evil have chief Authority it 
the-Miniſtration of the Word and Sacraments: 
Yet for aſmuch as they do not the ſame in 
their own name, but in Chriſt's, and do 


we may uſe their Miniſtry, both in hearing 
the word of God, and in receiving of the 
Satraments. Neither is the Effect of Chriſt's 
Ordinance taken my by their Wickedneſs, 
nor the Grace of s Gifts diminiſhed 
from ſuch as by Faith and rightly do re- 
ceive the Sacraments miniſtred unto them, 
which be eſfectual, becauſe of Chriſt's In- 
ſtitution and Promiſe, although they be mi- 
niſted by evil Men. ; 

Nevertheleſs, it appertaineth to the Diſci- 
pline of the Church, that enquiry be made 
of evil Miniſters, and that they be accuſed 
by thoſe that have yg Roy of their Of- 
fenees : And finally, being found guilty, by 
juſt. Judgment be depoſed. | 

XXVII. Of Baptiſm. 

Aptiſm is not only a ſign of Profeſſion 
and Mark of difference, whereby Chriſ 
tian men are diſcerned from others that be 
not Chriſtened : But it is alſo a ſign of Re- 
generation, or new Birth, whereby, as by 
an Inſtrument, they that receive Baptiſm 
rightly are grafted into the Church: The 
Promiſes of the forgiveneſs of Sin, and of 
our Adoption to be the Sons of God by the 
holy Ghoſt, are viſibly ſigned and ſealed: 
Faith is confirmed, Grace increaſed by 
virtue of Prayer unto God. The Baptiſm 
of young Children is in any wiſe to be re- 
tained in the Church, as moſt agreeable with 

the Inſtitution of Chriſt. | 

XXVIII, of the Lord's Supper. 

1 * Supper of the Lord is not only a ſign 
of the Love that Chriſtians ought to 
have among themſelyes one to another - But 
rather it is a Sacrament of our Redemption 
by Chriſt's Death : Inſomuch, that to ſuch 
as rightly, worthily, and with Faith receive 
the ſame, the bread which we break, is: 
partaking of the Body of Chriſt : And like- 
wiſe the Cup of Bleſling, is a partaking of 
the Blood of Chriſt. 

Tranſubſtantiation (or the change of the 
ſubſtance of Bread and Wine) in the Supper 
of the Lord, cannot be proved by hol 
Writ : But it is repugnant to the plain words 
of Scripture, overthroweth the nature of 3 
Sacrament, and hath given occaſion to many 
Superſtitions. 

The Body of Chriſt is given, taken, and 
eaten in the Supper, only after an heaven 
and ſpiritual manner. And the Mean, where-
